The Post Ofllcc Department hfts tU-cidi'd 


that under the present huvs, Post-masters arc- 
not compelled to receive cents in payment for 
either postage or postage stamps, nor from 
any one person at any one time more than 
thirty cents in three cent coin. All b?yonil 
thi1; rests in their discretion. 


Such is the tenor of a letter which Mr. 


Horatio King, one of the assistants of the 
I'osl-maslcr General, has wiitlcn to some 
country I'o.st-masler, who had complained 
that his customers were paying more cents 
to him, in the way of postage, than lie 
knew what to do with. 


It' the "present laws" relative to the 1'osi 


Oilice Department are as Mr. King repre- 
sents them to he, they are in a very absurd 
shape; and it would be well to have then 
modified, so that the federal governmcni 
may not appeal1 in the stupid and unjusl 
attitude of refusing to receive from the peo- 
ple the currency furnished by itself. 


We take it for granted that this Mi- 


King does not misrepresent either the "pre- 
sent laws" or the views of the department. 
And hereupon we have to say, that if ccnfc 
and three cent pieces are good enough foi 
the people, we should like to know why 
they are not good enough for the people's 
government ? Or has the government goi 
to he so much better than the jwople, that 
it must have a "better currency ?" 


If, on the otl.er hand, cents and three 


cent coin are not a proper and legitimate 
currency, we should like to know what our 
rulers at Washington mean, by conlinuin 
to tlirust upon us such stuff, under the 
guise and name of money. 
And especially, 


•what can they mean by manufacturing, and 
sending abroad among the people such a 
disgraceful apology for money as is exhibit- 
ed by that nondescript nuisance termed the 
New Cent ? 


If the "Post Office Department," in the 


decision ahove noted, could be fairly under- 
stood aa referring exclusively to the n«w 
cent, we must admit that we should not so 
much wonder at itsdecision. We shouldn't 
think any government in creation would 


•w ant to take a great many coins of tJtat de- 
scription. It would not be creditable to 
its taste to do so, whatever might be said ol 
its consistency. But since our government 
has seen lit to flood the land with its mon- 
grel and gawky-looking issues, impliedl) 
requiring the people 10 receive and pay 
them out as currency, it appears to us to be 
about the height of impudence in this same 
government, to turn round and tell us it 
will not receive these sham coins in the 
Ivans action of its ordinary business with 
the people. 


It would be good enough for such a gov- 


ernment, if it were compelled to receive all 
its dues, whether at the Post Office, Cus- 
tom House, Land Office or elsewhere, in its 
own bogus currency of new cents and three 
cent pieces; — at least until it should become 
sensible of its duty and responsibility to the 
people. 


" A TALE or KEnmnrnoN." — Three 


days ago a man. worth upward of $40,000, 
died in this city. 
He left a voluminous do- ; 


cument, which he called his will, and, upon ' 
opening it, his wife and eldest son, a young 
man, lound theivselves cut off with legacies 
of IJfiCO each. He gave as a reason for 
&o 'doing that the young man had once 
attempted to murder him, aided and abet- 
ted by the wife and mother. 
The occasion 


to which the testator referred, in making 
this dreadful death-bed accusation, is ex- 
plained as follows : One day, some years 
ago, this man, who was of brutal disposition 
and addicted to drinking, was beating his 
wile so severely that she considered her life 
endangered, and called upon her son (the 
young man referred to) to protect her. 
He 


did this in an effectual manner hy taking up 
a poker, striking his father across the head, . 
and felling him to the floor. The father 
cherished the recollection of this act to his 
dying-day, and sought to revenge himself, 
as above, hy depriving the offending parties 
of their lawful inherhance, though the will, 
will not stand under the statutes of the 
State of Louisiana, and the dead man will 
be buUed of his vengeance. It is due to 
the young man to sny that lie is of feeble 
intellect,his imbe cility being the consequence 
of the brutal treatment of his lather, who 
struck him to the ground' when a lad, with ' 
such violence that an injury ensued, which !
